R2 is H or a C1 to CIO hvdrocarbyl group; and 
n is from 2 to 5;

The terminal disclaimer filed on 10/24/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
10/518,916 has been reviewed and is approved. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Murphy et al. (US 6,369,014). Murphy et al. teach a dry cleaning 
system comprising liquid carbon dioxide comprising solvents of carbohydrate group 
having at least one bond to an ester, ether, amine group, amide group or a divalent 
group comprising P. Murphy et al. do not teach a detergent free CO2 based dry 
cleaning medium with specific amount of multi ester groups (with molecular weight of no 
more than 750) of instant claims 1 and 1 0. Examiner was unable to locate any prior art 
evidence over which one of ordinary skill in the art would have anticipated the instant 
application or rendered it obvious. As such claims are found to be allowable.
